Mr.  Chairman, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969  which 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Council  and 
follows  the  line  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  statistical  material  suggests  that  from  the  point  of  view  of  health 
the  year  1 9^9  was  in  no  way  exceptional.  Notifiable  disease  was  not  unduly 
prominent  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  influenza  swept  the 
Country  and  carried  on  over  the  New  Year.  In  this  outbreak  the  severity  of 
the  symptoms  was  not  marked  in  the  acute  stage,  but  the  after  effects  in 
many  cases  were  more  troublesome  and  continued  much  longer  than  one  might 
expect . 

The  environmental  state  of  the  District  was  kept  under  review  during 
the  year  and  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  supplying  the  District  with  a 
satisfactory  sewage  system.  The  problems  associated  with  the  disposal  of 
refuse  also  received  consideration. 

In  general  the  efforts  to  improve  the  standards  of  hygiene  and  sanitation 
in  the  District  were  fruitful  but  many  problems  are  not  susceptible  of  an  easy 
or  rapid  solution. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  help, 
kindness  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  for  1 969  was  37,960.  This  figure 
is  approximately  200  more  than  his  estimate  for  the  previous  year  and 
indicates  that  the  slow  upward  trend  still  continues.

The  still  births  during  1 9^9  totalled  7 which  is  much  in  line  with  the  figure 
for  the  rest  of  the  Country.

Infant  deaths  under  the  age  of  1 year  totalled  5»  This  represents 
an  infantile  death  rate  of  lofwfticli5’ compares  very  well  with  the  England  and 
Hales  figure  of  18. 

Deaths  (all  ages) 

Deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  totalled  377 • This  gives  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  8.3  which  is  considerably  lower  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Hales. 

The  distribution  of  deaths  according  to  cause  shows  a pattern  not  unlike 
that  of  previous  years.  In  effect  about  half  were  due  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation,  and  approximately  one  in  five  were  due  to  malignant 
disease.  Exact  comparison  is,  however,  difficult  as  the  Registrar  General 
recently  instituted  a revised  method  of  classifying  and  recording  deaths.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 


With  a total  of  44  notifications  received  the  1969  figures  were  the  lowest  for 
many  years.  This  was  largely  due  to  a rather  unexpected  fall  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles  during  the  year.  This  disease,  as  the  Council  will  recall,  comes 
in  waves  roughly  every  second  year  but  in  1969  this  pattern  was  disturbed  by  a 
continuation  of  the  previous  years  fall.  The  reason  for  this  is  rather  difficult 
to  find  as  it  is  doubtful  if  the  measles  immunisation  campaign  can  have  gone  far 
enough  to  produce  this  result.  At  the  time  of  writing,  however,  there  has  been 
a sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  and  this  would  tend  to  confirm  the 
doubts. 

Other  notifications  related  mainly  to  isolated  cases  of  infection  or  to 
family  outbreaks. 

The  appended  tables  show  the  details  relating  to  notifiable  disease  in  I969.

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HOUSING 


Summary  of  the  position  with  regard  to  housing  is  shown  "below.  There  it 
will  "be  seen  that  while  the  Council  has  given  every  encouragement  to  building  of 
fresh  houses  they  have  also  encouraged  and  helped  private  owners  to  improve  and 
rehabilitate  sub-standard  dwellings. 

The  use  of  caravans  for  holiday  and  residential  purposes  is  a factor  which 
we  have  to  recognise  increasingly  and  too  much  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  the 
planning,  the  organisation  and  the  supervision  of  proposed  caravan  sites*  On 
the  whole  caravan  sites  have  presented  little  cause  for  complaint  or  annoyance  in 
this  District.  Indeed,  in  some  cases  the  proprietors  have  shown  both  imagination 
and  understanding  in  organising  and  equipping  their  sites.  Inevitably,  however, 
there  are  one  or  two  exceptions  to  this. 

The  problem  of  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  or  gipsies  is  one  which  we  have 
had  experience  but  perhaps  not  to  the  same  extent  as  many  other  authorities. 

It  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  to  designate  sites  for  the  use 
of  itinerants.  Such  a measure  should  diminish  the  unfortunate  tendency  to 
regard  these  people  as  undesireable  and  to  be  moved  on  whenever  they  settle.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Although  the  Council  is  no  longer  the  water  authority  it  is  only  right 
that  we  should  continue  to  sample  the  water  not  only  from  private  but  from 
main  supplies  as  well. 

During  1969  samples  from  private  supplies  totalled  137  while  those  from 
public  supplies  numbered  76.  The  results  of  these  investigations  are  given 
in  the  table  below. 

The  examination  of  well  waters  for  nitrate  is  a special  measure  which  we 
have  carried  out  ever  since  the  possibility  of  this  substance  giving  rise  to 
serious  health  hazards  in  young  infants  was  discovered.  The  number  of  samples 
for  this  purpose,  however,  are  growing  fewer  each  year  as  more  and  more 
households  go  over  to  mains  water.

An  interesting  complaint  regarding  the  condition  of  a bread  loaf  was  brought 
to  the  Department.  On  cutting  the  loaf  it  was  found  that  the  interior  was 
infected  with  a bright  pink  mould,  a most  unusual  feature.  Investigation 
identified  the  mould  as  monilia  which  is  usually  associated  with  rotting  vegetation 
but  the  spores  of  which  may  be  airborne.  Discussion  with  the  bakery  failed  to 
give  any  clear  explanation  of  the  means  by  which  this  loaf  became  infected.  The 
need  for  strict  attention  to  the  hygiene  handling  of  bread  was  emphasised.
